When Newport, howev- 
er, began In wake up about 1837, a number 
of smaller boarding houses came Into play 
from lime to time, ond divided the honors 
willi the two greatercarsvauseries. 
Among 


those were Miss Avis Mumford's on K«y 
street; Miss Anthony's aud Wilbur's, on 
Catherine slreet, aud Mrs. Murray's on Pel- 
ham street, which last was later altered, en- 
larged and turned into the Aq'uldueck flnnsc. 
All those houses hail an excellent run of cus- 
tom and were well patronized l>y Ihe bed 
kind of people who desired in avoid Ihe noise 
and crowds of Iho hotels. Many limed Bos- 
ton families stayed at Miss Muraford's.nmonf; 
Ihem Ihe Riccf, Baleses, Spnigucs, Ollses, 
Austins, SullivaiiH,aud olbcrs as well known. 
These comfortable "cottages" and 
some 


more of lesser note have to this day kept up 


lino lor llie girls lo catch baa», bill lu-load 
often fonud oursulvea so neatly barbed by 
their fiir hauilB that wo wriggled off thi'lr 
hooks with thogrenli'Sldimcillty at Ibo end 
of tho summer.

Current Worms. 


By tho 10th of May tlio cmviii 


WQrin mint bo looked ul'ler. 
lie i 


not Tound on Iho outside of tliclmsl: 
Oi, but he always begins his work i 
tho center nonr the ground, it th 
bubhei branch low. liy n|M>ning th 
bushes and looking very closely, hi 
work can bo seen; at llrst he cat 
very email holes through tho leaves 
when bo is doing this, it is tho tiiu 
to kill him, by sifting ou tho ccntr 


. of the bushes a small quantity o 


hellebore. Many Imvo a mistake 
idea about this destructive enemy 
by supposing that in 
forty-oigh 


hours alter ho makes his appearanc 
he strips most of tho loaves from th 
bathes; this is not so, it is four o 
five days before he does very uuic 
damage; but during this tinio ho 1 
hid in tho center of the bush, grow 
ing and getting ready for tho Una 
work. After the worms Imvo cntci 
all of tho central leaves, and hav 
bccouio largo onough to cut 
111 


whole loaf, they scatter to all poi 
tions of the bush, nnd if numeron 
enough, make very short work of it 
tlio careless observer, not hnvin, 
eoon them while at work in tho con 
tor of tho bush, natural ly conclude 
that tho work is nil done in two day 
after they nro hutched out, when ii 
point of fact the worms arc six o 
eight days old. 


He who would save his currant mi' 


gooseberry bushes from this enemy 
will very carefully examine the ccn 
tro of his bushes, beginning the 811 
of May and continuing every da; 
until tho little worm appears, and n 
soou as discovered, dust on the hell 
cboro, and thus with a very littli 
trouble, save his gooseberries ant 
currants from destruction. 


Those Hardest To Convince. 


The farmer who is hardest to con- 


vince of his errors is the one. who 
possesses a single instance witliii 
his own experience with which to 
combat your arguments. 
If yor 


maintain that Jerseys arc good but- 
ter cows, he once know one thai 
could not make a pound of 'butter 
If you hold that roots are good for 
dairy cows, he once knew one to get 
choked to death on them. 
His one 


swallow always makes a summer, 
and he forgets that though experi- 
ence is a good teacher, it should be 
the experience of many who have 
tried several ways, rather than the 
experience of one, that always ere 
atcs but a limited knowledge. The 
Good Book tolls us not to be over 
wise in our own judgment. This 
should especially be the case in mat- 
ters pertaining to forming, where 
every man's experience is so varied 
in different seasons. Then there are 
so many conflicting elements about 
farming, and especially that most 
fickle of all things, the weather, 
makes or mars a thousand 
fortunes 


every year, and nowhere is she more 
potent than on the farm.—[Ameri- 
can Dairyman. 


The Cot Worm. • 


Among the creeping enemies of 


the garden the cut worm is the most 
difficult to manage. He docs his 
work in the darkness of the night, 
and retires to his underground home 
as daylight appears. He is thus out 
of sight of the gardener, and out of 
the reach of the birds; his greatest 
enemy is the toad, who delights to 
hop through the garden before the 
rising sun drives the worms to their 
homes, and snatch them up for his 
breakfast, being quite as delicious to 
him as is the encumber to the worm. 


These worms can be caught and 


killed by getting up early in the 
morning and digging them out, but 
they can only be found after they 
have cnt off some valuable plant, 
then early in the morning they will 
be found very near the surface, not 
far from the plant they have cut off. 


Weeds. 


Whatever the weather may be, the 


weeds are sure to put in an ap- 
pearance as soon as any plants of 
value begin to grow, in fact, as a 
rale, they manage to get a few days 
the start; the seed laying in the 
ground all winter, it is kept moist 
and ready to start into life as soon 
as the ground becomes a little warm; 
understanding this, the intelligent 
gardener is always on the -watch 
ready to run the cultivator, or hand 
wheel hoe, over the ground the mo- 
ment he can distinguish the weeds 
from the useful plants. The early 
gtrgen needi cultivating long be- 
fore the late garden is planted. 


Warfare Agalut the Inwoli. 


In the orchard no quarters must 


b* given to the enemy. The tont- 
catcrpillar*' pretence IB easily detect- 


>ed, 11* tlH'dow oii'llio nests til the 
morning shows them up conspicu- 
ously. Every sign of their exist- 
ence should bo destroyed, as can 
euiilly bo done when thoy are small. 
Hikers in tho trunks nuar the ground 
must be probed or cnt out.—Tho 
cureulio will begin its work at once, 
and niiisl bo mot by clinking tho 
trees and catching the insects on a 
cloth and killing them. 


Double Cropping. 


This is one of tho paying secrets 


of the market gardener's business 
that farmers should avail themselves 
of ottcn. 
To raise two crops in ono 


season the soil must bo rich and oth- 
erwise in good order. First'there 
may come early peaa, potatoes, cab- 
bage, or any soiling crop to bo fol- 
lowed by turnips, pickles, rutabagas, 
cabbage, etc. 


Late Froiti. 


The gardener should always bo 


prepared to protect all choice tender 
plants in tho garden, until the flrst 
of June. We very often have slight 
frosts within thrco days of tho first 
of June, it is therefore never safe to 
leave very tender plants unprotected 
until Slixy is past, however favor- 
able the weather may appear. 


Every farmer in reading a paper 


wi'l often see something in it which 
it would be of service to him to re- 
member. 
Ho will perhaps see sug- 


gestions the value of which.he would 
like to test, or hints b'y which ho 
would like to bo governed in his fu- 
ture operations, but after reading it 
tho paper is thrown down, probably 
never to bo seen again. To avoid 
this ho should clip from the paper 
the article ho wishes to preserve nnd 
remember, and paste it iu a scrap 
look kept for the purpose. 
Such a 


book at the end of a few years would 
jc both interesting and valuable.

Cut 
tho scallops out with a sharp pair of 
scissors, and punch :i holo In tho cen- 
tre ol each with a shoemaker's punch, 
a quarter of an inch across. Tho (urns, 
mosses, small Howe's,' etc., must now 
bo prepared by pressing them with a 
hot iron, first covering them with one 
or two shoots or blotting p-iper. Now 
with a small brush cover all tho under- 
side or each leal or flower with hot gel- 
atine nnd water (half an ounce of gela- 
tine to half a pint ol'water will be about 
the proportion), and lay it on the mat 
very carefully in tho position you wish 
it to bo, pressing firmly with a soft 
cloth on and off lor n few minutes, till 
it is fiiiuly fixed. B-nsh over both 
sides and the edges with hot gelatine. 
It is better to give it two coats belore 
varnishing. 
These mats will wash 


with a little soap and water if 'hoy 
have boon thoroughly gelatined and 
varnished.
